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Essentials of Animal Breeding * 
By GEORGE M. ROMMEL, Cheif Animal Husbandry Division 





clearly the following facts: First, animal and plant 

forms, as a rule, have developed gradually and very 

slowly, by very small changes; in short, by the process 
known as evolution. Second, whatever an animal has, so 
far as its inheritance is concerned, it gets from its parents— 
they get theirs from their parents, and so on clear back to 
the beginning; nothing was imposed from the outside. For 
the present, accept this fact without question. We shall 
try to make it clear later. Third, a very clear distinction 
should be drawn between the effects of inheritance and the 
effects of food and environment. 

Everyone who is at all familiar with domestic animals 
knows what a wonderful effect the food an animal eats has 
on its development, especially when it is young. It is also 
known that the younger an animal is the more readily it 
is influenced by its food. Now, from the very first moment 
that a young animal begins to develop, from the very in- 
stant that growth begins with the fertilization of the egg 
cell, it receives food from some source or it dies. When it 
is only a single cell it is being fed. If a young animal after 
birth is easily influenced by its food, how much more will 
the delicate little creature, known as the fetus or embryo, 
be influenced by the character of its food supply. A clear 
recognition of this fact will explain many occurrences which 
are often attributed to supernatural influences, and, at the 
same time, the breeder who recognizes this fact will not 
neglect proper attention to the nourishment and care of the 
pregnant mother as well as the nursing animal. 

Accidents and diseases also are important in their 
effects on the growing embryo. If an incubator is neglected 
on a cold night and the eggs become chilled, the hatch is 
seriously impaired and a large number of chicks are killed 
in the shell. If an in-foal mare is subjected to very heavy 
strains er forced to pull extremely heavy loads, the foal 
may be born too soon or even killed in the womb. Con- 
tagious abortion may get into the herd without the owner’s 
knowing it and cause the loss of a large proportion of 
calves, Heredity, however, has nothing whatever to do 
with any of these things. 


The Science of Breeding 
The Unit of Life 

The smallest unit of life is the cell. A single cell is very 
small, usually of microscopic size. It is surrounded by a 
See, and each cell usually contains a nucleus—a sort 
sd bap nad of the things that go on in the cell.

Only 
a ortion of the elements in the germ plasm of the parent 
goes into each egg or sperm, however, as is explained in 
more detail later. The element of chance enters to such 
an extent in determining which element shall go into a 
particular germ cell that there may be a marked dis- 
similarity among individuals which are members of the 
same family. Even more important than the influence of 
food on the developing embryo and the young, growing ani- 
mal is the operation of chance determining the identity of 
the new life. 

The cells from which all life starts are developed in the 
generative organs. The egg (the female cell) is developed 
in the ovary of the female; the sperm (the male cell) is de- 
veloped in the testicle of the male. In mammals each fe- 
male has two ovaries, one on each side, situated in the 
abdominal cavity. Connecting the ovaries with the uterus 
are the Fallopian tubes. The uterus is the womb, chamber 
in which the young fetus develops until it is ready for 
birth. The uterus connects with the vagina, through which 
the sperm is introduced into the uterus and down which 
the young animal passes at birth. The genital organs and 
the urinary organs have the same outlets from the body. 

When an egg matures in the ovary it passes down the 
Fallopian tubes into the uterus. If no sperm is introduced, 
the egg is thrown off infertile. In female animals an egg 
matures at faily regular intervals, and this corresponds 
with some exactness to what is known as the period of 
heat or oestrum. 

The period of heat varies considerably in different 
species and in different breeds and individuals of the same 
species. It usually occurs at intervals of about three weeks. 
In mares it appears on the ninth day after foaling, lasting 
two or three days. In cows it appears in from three to four 
weeks after calving when the cow is not suckling a calf, 
and in from six to eight weeks if she is. The heat period 
lasts only about one day in cows. Sows come in heat three 
days after farrowing, and not again until a week after the 
pigs are weaned. In sheep, except for a few breeds, such 
as the Dorset, ewes in North America ordinarily come in 
heat only in the fall for a number of periods of two or three 
days each at intervals of from two to three weeks. 

Females usually accept service only during the period 
of heat. It seems to make little difference when service is 
made, whether early or late in heat. As a rule, not more 
than one service is necessary during one period of heat to 
insure conception. After conception takes place, the fe- 
male does not generally come in heat again during 
pregnancy. 

Male cells, or spermatozoa, are carried in the seminal 
fluid. There is only one egg, as a rule, except in such ani- 
mals as hogs, rats, and others, which usually have several 
young at a birth. There are, however, millions of sperm 
cells, but only one of them is needed or used to fertilize one 
egg. Let us now proceed to a consideration of the first step 
in the formation of the new life. 
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The Beginning of Life 

The life which results when two animals are mated has 
its controlling elements in the nuclei of the germ cells. 
These nuclei contain a substance called chromatin, rep- 
resented by very minute bodies called chromosomes. 
Chromatin and chromosomes are found in all cells all over 
the body, and the number of chromosomes in each cell is 
the same for each species of animal. Except for the ac- 
cessory chromosome (which determines sex), they are al- 
ways in pairs.- In many of the domestic animals and in man 
the number of chromosomes is between 40 to 48, depending 
on the species. Just why this number should be limited and 
invariable we do not know. It is no more remarkable, 
however, that each cell in the hog’s body, for example, 
should have 40 chromosomes (which is the case) than that 
each normal hog should have four legs. 

This is easily understood until we come to explain what 
happens when the egg cell is fertilized at conception. Ob- 
viously an egg with 40 chromosomes and a sperm cell with 
40 chromosomes could not unite, because that would result 
in a cell with 80 chromosomes and only 40 is the rule. It 
just wouldn’t work, any more than a pig with eight legs 
would work. Therefore, to prevent the doubling of the 
number of chromosomes at conception, nature puts the 
germ cells, both male and female, through a maturing 
process known as maturation, so that, just before the two 
unite, each has only half the normal number of chromo- 
somes for the species, one from each of the pairs present 
before maturation. When the two cells unite, therefore, 
the fertilized egg has the usual number of chromosomes 
carried by the cells of the species. This process occurs only 
in the case of reproductive cells. 

When two animals* are mated, what happens? The re- 
productive cells have gone through the maturing process 
and are now ready for union. The sperm cells are active 
and move around until they come into contact with the egg. 
Several may surround the egg, but only one unites with it. 
The membrane surrounding the egg cell is pierced by the 
head of a sperm cell. The two become one and the egg is 
now fertile. It needs only nourishment to become in time 
a full-fledged baby member of its race. 

Food, of course, will have a profound influence on this 
little mite of life, but, so far as we know, the character of 
the resulting animal, its sex, its identity, and its individ- 
uality, whether it is to be white or black, long-haired or 
short-haired, ring-streaked or spotted, are now settled by 
the laws of life. This minute cell now carries in itself all 
the force of inheritance from all the ancestors behind it 
to the beginning of Jife on earth. Every champion you or 
1] have known began his career in just this way. Many, 
many influences stepped in and had an effect on his sub- 
sequent development. Some of these are easy to deter- 
mine, but others are so obscure that theories and fancies 
have grown up to explain them. 

What value has this information for the _ practical 
breeder? Can he use it in making his methods more 
efficient? He can not use it directly, but indirectly it can 
be most valuable to him, because it explains many things 
that otherwise are difficult to understand. 

Suppose we are breeding animals in which the number 
of chromosomes is only four (two pairs). By the time both 
egg and sperm cells had gone through the maturing process 
and the egg had been fertilized, 16 different combinations 
would be possible, some of them no doubt differing very 
little from. each other, but others having little mutual re- 
semblance. In animals such as hogs, however, with 20 
pairs of chromosomes in each cell, the possible combina- 
tions are almost infinite in number. 

These combinations are the results of chance. Here we 
have an egg with 20 pairs of chromosomes, about to mature. 
Twenty of these chromosomes only will be left when the 
egg is ready to unite with the sperm cell. What 20 will 
it be? Chance alone can tell, except that there will be one 
from each pair. Here comes the sperm cell, to mature 
which a similar process was gone through. Chance again 
determined that 20 of out of the original 40 chromosomes 
should disappear and no determination can be made to 
show which 20 would prevail. But this is not all. The 
sperm cell does not come alone. It comes in swarms, but 
only one sperm cell penetrates the cell membrane and 
fertilizes the egg. What determines which of the thousands 
of sperm cells will be the one? Chance again. 

The chromatin is the chief, if not the sole, determining 
factor in the development of the identity of the new in- 
dividual, and the chromosomes are the agents by which 
this identifying process is carried out. When we think of 

he great number of combinations of chromosomes possible 
before fertilization is actually effected, we begin to under- 
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stand why it is that members of the same family often ¢ 

not look alike and why we have so many disappointments 

in breeding animals. “

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Consumption of Dairy Products Increasing 


DUCATION, advertising and 
E; prohibition are the chief factors 

which are increasing the con- 

sumption of dairy products. 

Scientists have proved over and 
over and over, beyond question of 
doubt, that dairy products are not only 
the best but the most economical 
foods, that dairy products are abso- 
lutely essential to the welfare of the 
nation, and that the average family 
would be healthier and happier if 44 
per cent of their food money was ex- 
pended for dairy products, instead of 
20 per cent as is now done. 

During the past few years organized 
effort has been instituted by the U. 8S. 
Department of Agriculture, by na- 
tional, state and local health and edu- 
cational authorities, by doctors and by 
philanthropic and commercial organ- 
izations, to spread the truth about 
dairy products. Gradually, in the face 
of high prices and mistaken ideas of 
nutrition and economy, progress is be- 
ing made. The children especially are 
being properly trained and educated. 
Certainly such effort, based on scien- 
tific truths, must eventually result in 
victory for the dairy cow. 

Supplementing these efforts, adver- 
tising has been used effectively to 
spread the truth about dairy products. 

For instance, a recent advertising 


campaign in Detroit, Mich., resulted in 
an increase of 10 per cent in the sale 
of whole milk, an increase of 15 per 
cent in the sale of butter, and of 3 per 
cent in the sale of cottage cheese. 

The various posters and advertise- 
ments supplied by the National Dairy 
Council, and reproduced on this page 
are a part of the work being done in 
many towns and cities throughout the 
country. They show in a simple 
manner the comparative value of dairy 
products and other foodstuffs, and are 
daily influencing many persons to use 
milk and its products more freely. 

Even prohibition has helped increase 
the demand for the dairyman’s prod- 
uct. At a recent convention of ice- 
cream manufacturers it was stated 
that at least 15 per cent had been 
added to the volume of ice cream sales 
because of the BEighteenth Amend- 
ment. It is only natural that prohibi- 
tion should increase the consumption 
of dairy products, and many people 
are now drinking milk and various 
milk drinks who never did before. 

Great impetus can be added to this 
movement if the producers themselves 
and every one connected with the in- 
dustry will show their faith in the 
Cairy cow by using more milk and 
dairy products.

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The Opportunity of the Present Situation 


VERY article that we read on the business 
EF; situation and outlook refers to the present 
as “A Buyer’s Market” A year ago it was 
simply a question of producing goods; the public 
bought them as fast as they could get them 
without even asking the price. Today it is differ- 
ent—Whether we are talking about automo- 
biles or axel grease, labor or livestock, the trans- 
ition took place almost over night and there 
are few who will not admit that it was justi- 
fied except perhaps in the particular line in 
which they happen to be financially interested. 
We can see no advantage in patterning after the 
ostrich when it comes to meeting the situation. 
Where it may be pleasant—for a while—to fool 
yourself, it is invariably expensive in the end. 
It is much better to face the facts, even when 
they are unpleasant. As nearly as we can dis- 
cover authorities are pretty well agreed that 
the period of deflation through which we are now: 
passing was inevitable and that the quicker we 
can arrive at a point where a dollar is worth one 
hundred cents and get started full speed ahead 
on that basis, the better off all of us will be. 
Let us see how these statements apply for 
the Holstein industry—The combination of tight 
money, unsettled conditions in the market for 
milk and dairy products and the general uncer- 
tainty of business conditions during the past six 
or eight months has brought about a condition 
where pure-bred animals of all the dairy breeds 
are selling for less money than they did a year 
ago. We believe it is a fact, however, that the 
dairy breeds have been affected to no where near 
as big an extent as the beef breeds, due in part 
to the fact that a greater reduction has taken 
place in the price of live stock at the yards than 
has been the case with dairy products. The 
dairymen who have had productive animals have 
been getting by even under the conditions that 
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have prevailed, while the feeder has suffered 
heavy losses regardless of the standard of qual- 
ity of his animals. The encouraging factor from 
the breeder’s standpoint—the breeder of pure- 
bred Holsteins in particular has been that the 
conditions through which we have been passing 
have emphasized the economic necessity of im. 
proving the common herds by the introduction of 
pure blood. There is no way in which you can 
reach most of us as effectively as through our 
pocketbooks. And there are thousands of dairy- 
men who have been struggling along with gerub 
cattle who are today ready to listen receptively to 
the argument for pure-bred sires and better 
dairy cattle because they know they have been 
losing money and they can see where some of 
their neighbors with high grades or pure-breds 
have come through the same period with the bal- 
ance on the right side of the ledger. , 

We talk about this being a “Buyer’s Market.” 
Admitting the fact,—are we taking advantage ot 
it in our own business? Are we trying to sell ex. 
clusively without making any effort to take as 
much advantage as we can of that buyer’s mar- 
ket? If it is really a “Buyer’s Market” it is a 
mighty good time for every established breeder 
in the business to “go long” on good cattle; that 
is to stock up to the limit of his capacity. Con- 
ditions are bound to improve when business in 
general gets under way. Add the factor of the 
present market prices for grains of all kinds and 
you have a situation that cannot possibly work 
other than to the advantage of the breeder who 
stocks his farm to the limit of its capacity—to 
produce a surplus that will return to him divi- 
dends on his investment not only next year but 
year after year. 

Every breeder of Holsteins ought also to 
make it his personal business to impress these 
facts upon the dairymen of his own community. 
We know that as a dairy machine the Holstein 
cow stands without an equal. We know that as 
a general proposition a good time to buy is when 
the “Buyer’s Market” prevails. The opportunity 
of the present situation, as it appeals to us, Is not 
only to place ourselves personally in a position 
to take the greatest possible advantage of it, but 
also to see to it that the same conditions are tak- 
en advantage of by progressive dairymen of our 
acquaintance in a way that will build an exten- 
sion of the Holstein market during the current 
year that will mean a permanent advantage to 
the future of the industry. It also appeals to us 
that now is the time for our National Association 
to push forward this proposition in the strongest 
possible way through large display advertising 
in the general farm and dairy periodicals. The 
time is right for action and results right nov.

APRIL IN AGRICULTURAL HISTORY 


~~. HREE of the great state agricultural experiment sta 
| tions were organized in April, the Ohio Station on the 

25th, 1892, and the New Jersey College Station and 
the Texas Station were organized under the Hatch Act, 
New Jersey on April 26, 1888, and Texas on April 3, 1889. 
George Washington's dairy shows that he sowed oats on 
his estate at Mount Vernon April 7, 1785, and he adds this 
note to the statement, “Ground much too wet.” The father 
of our country is the only one of our presidents who was a 
real farmer, and he has as much right to be classed as a 
farmer as he has as a surveyor. While April has few out- 
standing agricultural events occurring during the month, 
there is one which has had more influence on the agricul- 
ture of the country or of the world than almost any other. 
On April 2, 1819, John Stuart Skinner published the Balti- 
more, Md., the first American Agricultural paper. 








THE TREND OF THE TIMES 

At the last annual meeting of the Canadian Ayrshire 
Breeders’ Association, a resolution was passed as follows: 

“That whereas, a number of complaints have come 
to our head office from purchasers not having received 
from the seller the registration papers of animals sold, 
thus causing inconvenience and often loss to these 
purchasers, because of inability to give registration 
papers with animals sold by them. 

“Whereas, such a practice is not business-like anu 
frequently brings reproach upon, and lack of confi- 
dence in our breeders generally, therefore, be it re- 
solved that when members are tardy in this respect 
and that the registration papers are not delivered 
within a reasonable time after purchase, that the seller 
be reported to head office, and if after a reasonable 
delay a satisfactory excuse is not given the member 
shall be suspended until such time as he furnishes the 
necessary papers.” 

The Canadian Ayrshire Review, which is the official 
organ of the Canadian Ayrshire Breeders’ Journal in its 
February issue says that notwithstanding that this resolu- 
tion went out last spring in the printed report of the annual 
meeting which was sent to all the members, there are a 
number of breeders who do not attend.to getting the regis- 
tration and transfer certificates promptly to their cus- 
omers. “This is not fair to the purchaser and is against 
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the breeder who makes the sale. It is easier to make out 
the papers and send them to the Record Office just after 
the. sale is made than four or six months afterwards.” 
Promptness on the part of our breeders in making regis- 
trations and transfers immediately after a sale will result 
in more business and a satisfied customer. 

Breeders or Holstein-Friesian owners who delay furnish- 
ing cattle papers to their customers may see the trend of 
the times. The tendency in all livestock associations is to 
draw the lines tighter and to insist that the seller as far as 
he is able must give satisfaction with the animals he sells. 
The slogan of today is “Service,” and the seller who gives 
his customers the best service and treatment will in the 
long run, win out. 


WHY SOME LETTERS ARE NOT ANSWERED 
ITHIN the past year or so, we have had a number of 
Weaters from readers of the World claiming that they 
had written to advertisers, in some cases repeated- 
ly, and received no answers nor any acknowledgment that 
the letters had been received. 

There are advertisers who, under the pressure of work, 
neglect answering letters. While this is a foolish policy 
from a business standpoint and is certainly a breach of 
trade etiquette, yet we are compelled to say that there are 
breeders who do not realize as much as they should from 
their advertising, because of this slighting of inquiries. 

Yet, there is another side of the question, as any breeder 
who is advertising for any length of time knows. Sven 
when a specific animal is advertised, and the advertisement 
says only young males for sale, letters and postcards are 
received asking for detailed description on every animal 
in the herd for sale or asking for prices on one or more 
carloads of females. Many postcards inquiries have a 
very vague address; sometimes the state is left off en- 
tirely and, if the postmark cannot be deciphered, there is 
no opportunity to reply. A prominent Illinois breeder, who 
says that it is the practice of his firm to answer as 
promptly as possible every inquiry received, says that 
during the past year, a number of letters have been 
returned to them, addressed exactly as the parties gave 
their address in the letter of inquiry The returned 
envelopes were marked “Unknown” or “Address Un- 
known.” It is possible that one or more of these inquiries 
are sent by people who had recently moved and had 
neglected to leave a forwarding address at the post office 
in the town where they lived. For some reason or other, 
the letters failed to reach the inquirer. Many dairymen are 
finding out that a printed letterhead is a good investment. 
It lends dignity to the correspondence. It obviates the 
possibility of the recipient mistaking the address unless 
through carelessness, as the name of the sender is 
generally printed on the letter head. And it indicates that 
the writer is a business man.

_ North Dakota Dairymen Hold Meetings 


A. J. Glover, U. L. Downey and L. L. Oldham Addres: Interested Audiences 
By Dr. J. Van Houten 








A number of county agents and leading dairymen in 
North Dakota co-operating through E. A. Greenwood of 
Seargent County made possible a series of very interest- 
ing and instructive meetings in our state last month. Mr. 


Greenwood is well versed in the dairy needs having at one 
time been connected with the State Dairy Department. 
He brought three very interesting speakers to us, two 
from Wisconsin and one from Hettinger. Meetings were 
arranged at, Wahpeton, Mooreton, Forman, Brampton, Mil- 
nor, Valley City, Jamestown, Grafton and Hamilton. Stops 
were also made at Fargo, Hillsboro and Grand Forks for 
purposes of investigation, as the speakers were studying 
conditions as they traveled. 

A. J. Glover, of Wisc nsin, was first on the program. 
He talked at some length on the general aspects of dairy- 
ing. He praised the virtues of the dairy cow, emphasized 
the need of proper care and housing for her. He flayed 
the fellows who would force her to seek shelter on the 
south side of a straw stack in winter weather. Her func- 
tion is to convert feed into milk, not into meat to put on 
her back so she may withstand cold and winds. He men- 
tioned the silo and the balanced ration. The cow testing 


association, good dairy reading, pure bred bulls, clean 
methods in production and manufacture, each came in for 
a share of his time. At the conclusion of his address at 
Forman, the Seargent County Dairy Association was tem- 
porarily formed. Cow testing association organization was 
in the air at Brampton and Jamestown at the close of the 
meetings. 


Mr. Downey’s Address ‘ 


At the close of the Forman meeting, Mr. Glover was 
called home and U. J. Downey of the Hettinger Sub-Sta- 
tion took his place and teamed with Mr. Oldham. Down- 
ey came to the Sub-Station following ten years of very 
successful work among the dairymen of New Salem in our 
own state. In fact, it was in a great measure due to his 
efforts that the New Salem circuit made good and became 
known throughout the northwest as a great dairy center. 
He is a practical fellow as is shown in the fact that -— 
coming to Hettinger he has established a profitable Hol 
stein herd which among other things enabled him to pay 
off a debt of $3500 on the Station plant. Under the trying 
dryness of the past year, he succeeded in raising eno

feed to last through this season and a good share of next. 
He mentioned some of the coarse feed possibilities and told 
of forage crops that ordinarily do well in the state and 
which make excellent roughage feeds. Much of his talk 
was drawn from his personal experiences as head of the 
New Salem work. He exhibited some home made charts 
to clinch his points. In 1910 the average profit from each 
cow on the 14 farms was $26.60. Through the use of pure- 
bred sires, better feeding, care and management, this has 
been increased to $107.90 per cow or a gain of $81.30. 
Feeds had increased with selling prices of butter fat so 
gain is not due to higher relative prices. Another illus- 
tration concerned one herd which in 1910 produced 4565 Ibs. 
of milk yielding 172.4 lbs. butter fat per cow. This same herd 
in 1916 had nearly doubled in pounds of milk (9322) being 
produced and the butter fat figure was raised to 427. The 
feed bill had doubled but the increased product received 
paid handsomely for it. This herd belongs to the man 
who was recently written up in the Country Gentleman as 
“The Best Farmer in North Dakota.” Cows made him. 
Still another example was drawn from a scrub cow which 
gave 5732 lbs. of milk and 238.3 lbs. of butter fat. The 
first cross\ with a good individual purebred sire gave a 
splendid daughter and she produced in two-year-old heifer 
form 7171 lbs. of milk yielding 293.2 lbs. of fat. Mr. Down- 
ing urged that a community specialize on one breed. It is 
better all around. Better for dairymen as they can vo- 
operate in bull ownership, in testing work and in filling 
orders for surplus animals. Co-operation is very import- 
ant and dairymen must learn the meaning of the word and 
how to practice it. The New Salem Dairymen learned to 
co-operate. They do it in buying machinery, in putting up 
silos, in buying cattle, in selling dairy products and in every 
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line of farm effort. Mr. Downey concluded by agreeing to 
conduct a party from any section of the state around th 
New Salem circuit next June and there they might see the 
results of ten years in dairying. ° 


Mr. Oldham’s Address 


L. L. Oldham, is secretary of the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association of Wisconsin, one of the largest and 
most powerful of our breed associations. He knows the 
northwest, particularly Minnesota and North Dakota, hay. 
ing spent considerable time on various occasions investi- 
gating agricultural possibilities in the Red River Valley 
for the late J. J. Hill. His address will appear in full ip 
an early issue of the Holstein-Friesian World. 

He told very effectively of what the dairy cow is doing 
and has done for Wisconsin, and incidentally presented a 
powerful plea for the Holstein cow. All of the meetings 
were well attended and dairying in North Dakota received 
a big boost. We need more of such get-to-gether sessions, 
We venture the opinion that ere long many farmers in our 
state will be doing as the speakers indicated and from 
high producing cows will come the prosperity common to 
New Salem and Wisconsin cow owners. On Saturday the 
speakers were invited to a conference of county agents 
and extension workers. They met in Fargo. In the even- 
ing they took in the Institutional Banquet. These events 
gave them a fine opportunity to meet the leaders of agri- 
cultural education in North Dakota. They gained at first 
hand an impression of the future possibilities of the busi- 
ness here in the northwest. They left behind them a 
trail of interest and keen appreciation. The seed which 
they planted will grow and from it will spring a better and 
more prosperous agriculture, a richer and more powerful 
State of North Dakota.

Mr. Schroeder became a member of 
of the National Association in 1909 at 


which time he purchased from John , 


B. Irwin of Minnesota a number of 
foundation cows and the bull Sir Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes—the latter 
destined to become one of the breed’s 
leading candidates for the title “Great- 
est Long Distance Sire in the World.” 

Recognizing even at that early day 
that Sir Piet was destined to become 
a great sire, Mr. Schroeder was 
anxious to get a bull from the same 
line to mate with the Sir Piet. daugh- 
ters; so went back to the Irwin herd 
and purchased Sir Korndyke Henger- 
veld De Kol 36th, whose dam was a 
very promising three-fourths sister tu 
Pietertje Maid Ormsby, the dam of 
Sir Piet This bull was used on the 
daughters of Sir Pietertie Ormsby 
Mercedes with rather good results. 

The first Sir Piet. daughter to 
freshen from such serivces was Bess 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, one of 
Mr. Schroeder’s very first daughters 
of the old bull and a daughter likewise 
of Spring Brook Bess Burke. The calf 
that was born was named Sir Korn- 
dyke Bess and when he was about a 
year old two things happened which 
influenced Mr. Schroeder to retain 
him as a herd sire. The first thing 
that happened was the work his sire 
did in the show ring and the second 
was the work the dam did as a thice- 
year-old at the pail. 

Taking up these reasons in order 
we find that in the show season of 
1913 Sir Korndyke Hengereld De Kol 
36th made the circuit with the very 
successful Schroeder herd and after 
winning high honors wherever shown 
ended the season by taking first prize 


as a two-year-old at the National Dairy 
Show, winning as it happened over 
Oak De Kol Ollie Homestead who in 
later years was twice Grand Champion 
at the National. The offspring of 
36th were also successful in the show 
ring both that year and the next, one 
of the sons winning the blue at the 
National and heading the first prize 
calf herd and young herd at many im- 
portant shows. Therefore, it seemed 
to Mr. Schroeder that a son Sir Korn- 
dyke Hengerveld De Kol 36th should 
make an ideal herd sire, which brings 
us to the reason why this particular 
son was selected. 

It might be that his own _  indivia- 
uality had something to do with it but 
it is probable that the record of his 
dam may have had more, When 
Bess Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
freshened as a junior 3-year-old she 
proceeded to break the World’s milk 
record for both sévenh and thirty days 
with a production of 759 Ibs. in a week 
and 3092 lbs. in a month, her cor- 
responding butter production being 
over 33 lbs. for the shorter period and 
over 130 lbs. for the longer. She was 
run on semi-official test and finished 
with just under 890 Ibs. from 21,245 
Ibs. milk. 

Mr. Schroeder’s faith in this heifer 
seems to have been justified for at her 
first freshening as a mature cow she 
increased somewhat her seven and 
thirty-day records for both milk ana 
butter and finished her year test with 
1235 lbs. butter from over 29,000 Ibs. 
milk so that she stands today as the 
heaviest milk producing daughter of 
Spring Brook Bess Burke in long test 
and the second highest milk produc- 
ing daughter of old Sir Piet. 

In addition to these remarkable rec-

ords, Bess P. O. M. as she 1s known to 
her owners, has always been con- 
sidered one of the very best individual 
daughters of Sir Piet. and also one of 
the best of Bess Burke. 

Sir Korndyke Bess, then, was a son 
of the show bull, Sir Korndyke Hen- 
gerveld De Kol 36th, and Bess Pieter- 
tie Ormsby Mercedes a_  29000-Ib 
daughter of Sir Piet. and Spring 
Brook Bess Burke. He was himself 
line bred to Sir Ormsby Hengerveld 
De Kol and Mr. Schroeder planned 
still further line breeding by crossing 
him on all his daughters cf Sir Piet. 
This cross proyed effective and there 
are a number ef good herds in the 
middle west that are headed by sons 
ef Sir Korndyke Bess from Sir Piet.

THE OAK PARK FARM DISPERSAL 


The dispersal sale of Oak Park herd, held at Paris, Ontario, February 22, 
by the executors of the estate of the late W. G. Bailey, was very successful. Of 
the 74 animals catalogued, 19 were calves under one year old, yet the average 
was $259.80, and the total sale amounted to $19,225. Thirty-eight cows averaged 
$298.80; ten yearling heifers averaged $243.50; seven bulls of serviceable age, 
including two herd sires, averaged $446.42. King Echo Segis, one of the hera 
sires, brought $1,675, the highest price obtained. He is a son of Avondale 
Pontiac Echo and the 32.42-lb. cow Simcoe Mercedes Queen. The other herd 
sire, Rawerd Massena Posch, whose dam made 27,724 lbs. milk in a year, only 
brought $500, the Laurel Stock Farms of Goshen, N. Y., obtaining the two. The 
2-year-old heifer, Posch Daisy, sold for $610, the top price realized for females. 
She was purchased by John McColl of Westwood, Ontario. Harry Yates of 
Orchard Park, N. Y., purchased Sarah Jane Temple at $600. She had produced 
723.5 Ibs. milk in a week. U. S. breeders took 13 head for an average price of 
$504. The cattle were in only fair condition. A large percentage of the mature 
cows were over eight years old. There were a large number of calves, and 
taking ail these things into consideration, the average obtained is certainly 
good. The attendance was said to be the largest ever seen at any Ontario dis- 
persion sale held on a private farm.

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HOLSTEIN CHAMPIONS MAY 
CONFER 

Dr. L. M. Thompson, manager of the 
Locust Grove Farm, Montrose, Pa., 
and one of the directors of the 
Pennsylvania Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation, sends us the following atrocity 
which was sent out as a news item by 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce. It was unaccompanied by any 
information as to how one milks 
whales or whether the animals are 
tractable or not. 

“For many years goat’s milk has 
been used as a substitute for cow’s 
milk in regions where the forage for 
cattle was scarce, but a new substitute 
for these has recently been introduced 
on the Pacific Coast in the form of 
whale’s milk. A test of this milk was 
made at a banquet at one of the 
lodges in Los Angeles, and it was 
found to be so satisfactory that Cap- 
tain John B. Loop, a whaler at Long 
Beach, who has been supplying cuts 
of whale meat to some of the leading 
hotels and restaurants on the coast 
for more than a year, has received a 
request for a permanent supply of 
whale’s milk. In his opinion the milk 
of the whale is richer and more palat- 
able than that of the cow, and he ex- 
pects it to prove a successful substi- 
tute. 

If the demand for the milk of the 
sea Mammal continues and appears to 
be permanent it is understood that 
Captain Loop will obtain a number of 
cow whales and establish a dairy for 
milk producing purposes.”

Foreign Trade in Live Stock. 


“There is now the chance of a 
lifetime for the breeders of pure 
bred livestock in the United 
States. The fact that experts 
from the Department of Agri- 
culture, headed by D. S. Bul- 
lock, are now in the Argentine 
on a campaign of education in- 
dicates that the Federal author- 
ities are awake to the oppor- 
tunity for commercial expan- 
sion which the new conditions 
afford. 

South America has for many 
years been a liberal purchaser 
of breeding material. When 
breeders there learn that the 
United States has the types they 
require in the development of 
their studs, flocks and herds 
much of the flow of gold will be 
diverted to this market. 

Education is going to play an 
all important part in this pro- 
gramme. When the breeders of 
the Argentine and other South 
American countries have con- 
fidence in our methods the rest 
will be easy. The unwilling- 
ness on the part of many busi- 
ness men to follow’ shipping 
and packing instructions before 
the war caused the diversion of 
much trade in general mer- 
chandise to Germany. The les- 
son of that period was costly 
and it should not be forgotten. 

Of course in any livestock 
transaction it is important to 
see, that every purchaser gets 
full value for his money. One 
satisfied customer begets anoth- 
er. El Campo, a magazine pub- 
lished in Spanish and Portu- 
guese, is rendering valued as- 


sistance in cementing a bond 
of good feeling between the 
breeders of the United States 
and those of countries where 
these languages are spoken.

The simple answer to these questions is that we can 
lessen the probability of undesirable working of the laws 
of chance by increasing the uniformity of the chromosomes. 
That is done by careful selection to a certain type and by 
working with a group of animals whose ancestry is known. 
The highest examples of such methods are found in the 
work of breeders of purebred live stock where unbroken 
and known lines of descent run back for a great many 
generations, sometimes for 50 years or more on a Single 
farm under the ownership of a single human family. The 
work of breeders of purebred live stock where unbroken 
discussion of the subject of selection will be found under 
that heading later. 

The Gestation Period 

From the time the egg is fertilized, developments are 
rapid. The fertilized egg divides and subdivides with multi- 
tudes of subdivisions, until in time the embryo “begins to 
look like something,” and we can make out the form of 
the animal and its parts. The time between the fertiliza- 
tion of the egg and the birth of the young animal is known 
as the period of gestation. This period varies with the kind 
of animal. The period for the common domestic animals 
is shown below, followed by a table to determine how long 
a time may be expected to: elapse between service and 
birth. To make a practical application of the table count 
forward the correct number of days from the date 
of service.

Variations in the period of gestation for animals of the 
same kind are not readily explained. Some animals, such 
as sows, are quite uniform in the length of the gestation 
period. In mares there is a considerable variation. It has 
been suggested that in mares some time may elapse be- 
tween the moment of service and the actual fertilization of 
the egg by the sperm cell. In guinea pigs the size of the 
litter affects the period of gestation, the period being 
shorter for a large litter than for a small one;- The health 
of the mother during pregnancy also has an effect. 

During the gestation period the young animal is carried 
in the mother’s womb and is not connected directly with 
her body. The blood vessels and nerves of the mother do 
not connect with those of the growing embryo, but from 
the start the little one has its own little system of circula- 
tion and its own nervous system. It is carried in an en- 
veloping sac which is attached to the wall of the mother’s 
womb by buttons (cotyledons) which becomes detached 
when the time comes. The young are nourished by blood 
passing from the mother’s body through the walls of the 
uterus into the sac in which the fetus is carried, and 
thence into the body of the young animal by transfusion, 
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much as water would pass into a paper sack 
lower it into a bucket of water. 
Determination of Sex 

As the growth of the embryo progresses, sex become 
apparent. Sex seems to be determined by one of the chro- 
mosomes, and is probably settled at the time of conception 
The determination of sex is therefore a matter of chance 
over which the breeder probably has no control. For 
practical purposes, the breeder will find that, over a period 
of years, he gets nearly equal numbers of both sexes. 

Fecundity 

The subject of fecundity is of great practical importance 
to breeders of animals. Fecundity depends very largely on 
the number of eggs which are matured at a given time by 
the female. Animals in which multiple births are the rule 
(of which sows are a common example) not only mature a 
considerable number of egg cells at one period of heat. but 
each one is fertilized by a separate sperm cell. In some 
cases, however, the fertilized egg may divide and twins or 
a larger number of young result. Such twins are known as 
identical twins, and are usually of the same sex, with very 
strong points of similarity. Young from multiple births, re- 


if you should 


sulting from the fertilization of different egg cells, show as- 


wide a difference in individual characteristics as young re- 
sulting from separate births. The most prolific of the com- 
mon domestic animals are the birds. The, domestic hen 
may lay more than 200 eggs in a single year. 

The common practice of British shepherds, known as 
“flushing” ewes, has been claimed to increase the propor- 
tion of lambs in the flock. This practice consists in giving 
the ewes an increase in their feed, both grain and succulent 
pasture, so that they are gaining in weight and condition at 
breeding time. No exact scientific data have been avail- 
able until recently, when Marshall and Potts, of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, conducted experiments which con- 
firmed the correctness of the British practice. They also 
have evidence which indicates that the success of the prac- 
tice depends on cutting off the grain ration and putting the 
ewes on short pastures as soon as they are bred. 

The rules of laws of the inheritance of fecundity are not 
all known, but to some extent it is dependent on inheritance 
from the mother; therefore, the selection of females which 
have a tendency to produce a large number of young at a 
birth will tend to increase the returns from the flock or 
herd. This is of practical importance in the case of hogs, 
sheep, goats, and poultry. Twins in cattle are objectionable 
unless of the same sex. When a heifer is a twin with a 
bull calf, the heifer is known as a “freemartin” and in the 
majority of instances is sterile. 

Prepotency—Mendel’s Law 

Prepotency is the power of an animal, male or female, to 
stamp its characteristics on its offspring. If this ability is 
handed on to sons and daughters, we say that the stock 
“breeds on.” In rare instances an animal, usually a male, 
is found, which has such power as a breeder that it leaves 
an indelible impress, even to the extent of becoming the 
fountain head of a new breed, such as the stallions Justin 
Morgan, Hambletonian 10, and Denmark. 

Most of the cases of prepotency which the breeder 
usually meets with are probably instances of the operation 
of what is called Mendel’s law. A clear explanation of this 
great law of heredity can not be made within the scope of 
this short article, and the interested reader, if he cares to 
go into the subject in detail, is referred to Dr. Wright's 
bulletin. (U. S. Department of Agriculture Bulletin 905, 
“Principles of Livestuck Breeding.’’) 

It must be pointed out, however, that most operations 
of heredity are not simple; on the contrary, they are highly 
complex and often extremely difficult to understand. The 
chief use which the practical breeder of domestic animals 
can make of Mendel’s law at this time is to find in it an 
explanation of occurrences that otherwise have no rational 
explanation. : 

One of the most interesting applications of Mendel’s law 
in cattle breeding is the inheritance of the polled character- 
istic. If we breed a horned cow to a Red Polled, Galloway, 
Angus, or other true polled bull, the chances are 9 to 1 or 
better that we shall get a polled calf. The white face of the 
Hereford appears to be a similar instance. If we breed & 
common cow to a Hereford bull, we get a calf with a white 
face. We say, therefore, that polled breeds are very pre- 
potent so far as “taking the horns off” is concerned, or 
that the Hereford is prepotent in putting a while face on 7 
calves. This may happen either way; that is, polled a 
and horned cow, or horned bull and polled cow, Herefo "4 
bull and plain-faced cow, or plain-faced bull and Herefo 
cow. The temptation is to make great claims for the prepo

tency of the breed as a whole on the evidence of one or two 
points only. For see what happens when we mate a Here- 
ford with one of the polled breeds. Then we get a polled, 
white-faced calf. These points are not prepotency at all, 
but manifestations of Mendelian “dominance.” The polled 
character is dominant over the recessive horned character, 
ind the white face over the recessive plain face; but these 
cases do not necessarily indicate that the animal is particu- 
larly prepotent in other characters of much more practical 
importance. The same rule seems to apply in the in- 
heritance of the black color in sheep, black acting apparent- 
ly as a recessive to the usual white color. It can readily be 
eliminated by culling out the black lambs. 

A great many data have peen accumulated as to the 
characters in animals which illustrate the operation of Men- 
del’s law, but apart from the horns of cattle, coat color, eye 
color, and the like, the application of this law to live stock 
breeding has a long way to go before its principles are 
adaptable to practical use by breeders. It is fairly certain,

String of Eleven Average over 25 Lbs. 


William Voight, proprietor of the 
Town View Stock Farm. Lomira, Wis., 
certainly has hung up a record for 
A.R.O. testing that should not go 
unnoticed by Holstein breeders every- 
where. Mr. Voight recently complet- 
ed testing eleven cows all making the 
Advanced Registry with an average 
of 25 lbs. of butter in 7 days. 

Of the eleven head tested, Canary 
Korndyke heads the list with 627.9 
lbs. of milk, making 29.38 lbs. butter 
in 7 days. The next best cow is a 3- 
year-old named Town View Baron with 
a 7-days record of 27.6 lbs. Ferndell 
Pietertje 27.11; Alida Paul Baron 
27.03; Town View Mabel 26.4; Town 
View Ragapple De Kol 25.52; Town 
View Maude 23.56; Town View Alida 
23.25; Town View Lucia Johanna 
22.59: Mercedes De Kol Judge 3d 
21.88; Town View Noad 21.508; be- 
sides these one two-year-old made 
18.22, one senior yearling, 17.87 lbs. 

The herd is headed by King Sylvia 
Segis, an eleven-year-old bull with 
two nearest dams averaging 31 lbs. 
King Sylvia Segis carries 68% of the 
blood of Carnation King Sylvia the 
$106,000 Carnation sire. 

These records are unusually good 
considering the experience that Mr. 
Voight has had in Advanced Registry 
work. It demonstrates two very im: 
portant things. The first is the fact 
that he evidently has cattle with ca- 
pacity and capability, and second that 
his ability as a feeder must go un- 
questioned. 

Students of scientific breeding hold 
the opinion that the true value of a 
herd is not the developing of one or 
two outstanding animals but rather a 
high order of excellence in the entire 
herd. “One swallow does not make a 
summer,” (we have heard this stated 
as “one swallow does not make a 
good drink”). When the entire herd 


is good the owner can justly believe 
that his efforts have been crowned by 
success. Mr. Voight did not get a 30 
lb. cow, but his string on test averaged 
higher than has strings of equal num- 
bers in herds where very large records 
are made. Careful buyers who base 
their actions on reasoning would 
sooner have animals from such herds 
as Town View than from homes of 
“erratic records-making.” 


Fourth Highest In Prairie Provinces 


Editor World— 

During the month of December of 
1920 the junior two-year-old heifer 
Dora Mutual Posch 62878, a heifer of 
our own breeding, led in her class on 
“Record of merit test” with the 
following performance to her credit. 
Dora Mutual Posch in seven days 
gave 382 lbs. of milk that would make 
18.47 lbs. of butter. Her average 
test was just around 4 per cent but- 
ter fat. No effort was put forth to 
especially fit this heifer for the test 
and when it is considered that she 
received no silage or roots during 
this time but that the test was made 
on a dry ration made up of oats and 
bran and oat sheaves for roughage it 
is a remarkable record indeed. This 
heifer is now on “Record of  per- 
formance” and by all indications to 
date will make an equally good “long 
distance record”. She is now holding 
the fourth highest official record that 
has ever been made in her class in the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The highest record to 
date being held by another Sas- 
katchewan heifer with 20.44 Ibs. of 
butter in seven days. 

Nellie Gwynne Wood 65448 also 
qualified at the same time in_ the 
junior two-year-old class. This heifer 
is also owned by us.

The leader for fat 
production during February was a 
pure bred Holstein, a senior four-year- 
old owned by the Velie Farm, she mak- 
ing 1,736 lbs. milk, 52.08 lbs. fat. <A 
four-year-old grade Holstein owned by 
L. E. Wilson was second with 1159.2 
Ibs. milk 48.69 Ibs. fat. A 2-yr-old regis- 
tered Holstein owned by the Velie 
Farm stood fourth with a production of 
44.44 lbs. fat, 1,481.2 lbs. milk, while a 
three-year-old registered Holstein own- 
ed by Cleveland & Holmes was fifth 
with 1,318.8 lbs. milk, 43.51 Ibs. fat. 

The registered Holstein: herd of 
Cleveland & Holmes led for milk and 
fat production. There are 25 cows in 
the herd, of which 17 are in milk, and 
they produced 14,845.6 Ibs. milk, 480.9 
Ibs. fat. There are 23 cows in the L. 
A. Schave herd of pure bred Hol- 
steins—18 are in milk—and their pro- 
duction was 12,765.2 Ibs. milk, 434 Ibs. 
fat. Carl Crampton, the Midvale Farm 
and John Sievers own the other herds 
in the five leaders, the Midvale herd 
being pure bred and grade Guernseys 
and the other two of mixed breeding. 





Wisconsin Cow Testing in January 


Seventy-three testers’ reports are 
condensed in the January monthly 
news letter of the Wisconsin Dairy- 
men’s Association, which was issued 
from Madison under date of February 
23. There were 3,259 cows reported av 
having produced over 40 Ibs. butterfat 
during the month. Two hundred fifty- 
six cows were sold as unprofitable and 
25 registered bulls purchased. W. J. 
McKee, tester of the Rock Prairie As- 
sociation submits a report showing 
that it pays, and pays big, to carefully 





strip cows after machine milking. 
Thirty-one cows, by producing over 
one pound of butterfat a day for a 
year, qualified for the Wisconsin 
Register of Production, the highest 
one in the February report being the 
grade Holstein, Blessy. She produced 
12,754 Ibs. milk, 467.2 lbs. butterfat. 
She is owned by John C. Mayer of 
West Bend, of the Allenton-Kohlsville 
Association. 

The January summary is of 70 asso- 
ciations. The leading cow in 47 of 
these was black and white, 22 being 
registered Holsteins. The leader is a 
registered Holstein owned by Wittig 
Brothers of the Hartford-Erin Associa- 
tion, she making 101.7 lbs. fat in the 
month. Second is a Holstein owned 
by Tom Davis of the Wood County 
Association No. 1, with a production of 
101.4 lbs. fat. Pierce Brothers have 
a registered Holstein which comes 
third with a production of 93.6 Ibs. fat 
in the Monticello Association. A 
registered Holstein owned by Elmer 
Keel stands fourth on the list with a 
production of 89.1 lbs. fat in the 
Juneau Association, while the fifth is 
another registered Holstein owned by 
L. Giles McKennen of the Clear Lake 
Association, her total being 88.4 Ibs. 
fat. 

The highest herd in 43 of the 70 
associations was Holstein, while in the 
Fort Atkinson Association the regis- 
tered Holstein herd of 13 cows owned 
by H. J. Ynadry, and the registered 
Guernsey herd of 8 cows owned by 
Harry J. Beck tied with a production 
of 41.7 lbs. fat. The high herd for the 
state is one consisting of 8 registered 
Holsteins owned by Epa Debores, 
their average production being 1,831 
Ibs. milk, 60.7 lbs. fat. Huenink & 
Lubach’s herd of 12 cows consisting of 
registered and grade Holsteins come 
second with an average production of 
56.7 lbs. fat, 1,599 lbs. milk. Four cows 
owned by Wm. Lohuis occupy third 
position with an average 52.3 lbs. fat, 
1,501 Ibs. milk. They consist of regis- 
tered and grade Holsteins. Fourth 
place is taken by 7 registered and 
grade Holsteins owned by Albert 
Stephen, with an average production 
of 51.1 Ibs. fat, while the 23 cow dairy 
of grade and registered Holsteins own- 
ed by T. A. Marchant & Son occupy 
fifth position with a total of 50.1 Ibs. 
fat, so that the five highest association 
leaders for herd production as well as 
the five highest indiivdual herd lead- 
ers are all black and whites. 





Grade Holsteins Make a Clean Sweep 
in the Nestucca Association of 
Which Helen L. Miller is 
Tester 


One hundred and three cows were 
tested during January, of which nine 
made over 40 lbs. fat. The highest 
producing herd was the grade Holstein 
herd owned by Ray Saling, his eight 
cows averaging 1130 Ibs. milk, 50 Ibs. 
fat. His cow, Pansy made 1,457 lbs. 
milk, 80.6 lbs. fat, leading the associa- 
tion and being second in the state for 
both milk and fat production. The 
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Saling cows were first, second, third 
and fourth in this association for fat 
production. Nine cows made over 40 
Ibs. fat during January. 

Mander Nelson of the Warsaw- 
Marathon Association says that the 
Holstein herd owned by George Glasel 
Jr., showed an increase of 12% after 
watering cups were installed in the 
barn. The months of November and 
December, 1920 were used for the 
comparison. He also says that the 
profit during the month of December, 
1920, from herds where watering 
systems were in use was $4.42 greater 
from each herd than from their herds 
not having drinking cups, the figures 
being $28.62 against $24.20. 

C. P. Chrysler of the Leon Valley 
Association says that in order to bring 
the Association up to 100% pure bred 
sires the local Holstein breeders have 
agreed to exchange a registered calf 
for a scrub, and to allow the owner to 
keep the scrub until the registered calf 
becomes of serviceable age. 





For ten years there has been a cow 
testing association at Holmen, Wis- 
consin, a district which is becoming 
well known for its profitable dairy 
cows. During December there were 
36 40-lb. cows and a membership of 32 
progressive dairymen. George Schall- 
er had 14 animals—high grade and 
pure bred Holsteins—that averaged 
during December 988 lbs. milk, 35.2 
Ibs. fat. Ludwig Lee had a cow that 
made 58.1 lbs. fat in the month. The 
tester of this association is James P. 
McGregor. 


Arkansas Valley Association Annual 
Report 

The Arkansas Valley Cooperative 
Cow Testing Association, which 
operates in Prowers County, Colorado, 
has issued its third annual report 
which covers the year 1920. The gvoa 
Holstein breeder, W. S. Partridge, of 
Holly, is president, while Frank I. 
Reynolds is secretary and treasurer. 

Ten cows of the 267 qualified for the 
Colorado Register of Production, 
which calls for 400 lbs. butterfat in the 
year instead of 365—the Wisconsin 
standard. The leader is the registered 
Holstein, Pearl Pauline Korndyke, 
owned by L. Wirt Markham, she mak- 
ing 12,249 Ibs. milk, 549.5 lbs. butterfat. 
Her record was made in eleven months 
instead of twelve, and it is interesting 
to learn that the records of the seven 
leading cows are all eleven-months in- 
stead of twelve-months records. 

The leading herd for butterfat pro- 
duction is that of the American Beets 
Sugar Co. Center Farm, with an aver 
age of 348.5 Ibs. The Green Mountain 
Dairy is second with 313.9 Ibs., the 
Model Dairy third with 302.1 Ibs., 
Harry Heath fourth with 284.7 Ibs. and 
L. Wirt Markham fifth with 262.5 Ibs. 
The Green Mountain Dairy leads for 
net profit with an average of $160.82, 
and the others follow in the order 
given below:

lbs., Harry Heath 8,228 lbs., Neil Jen- 
sen 7,905 lbs. Eleven months record. 

The average production per cow is 
7,070 Ibs. milk, 245.8 lbs. fat. The aver- 
age percentage was 3.47%. On the 
average the cows returned to the own- 
ers $229.90, making a net profit per 
cow of $109. The average total cost 
of feed was $120.90, of which $24.70 
was for grain, $96.20 for roughage. The 
entire dairy returned $1.90 for every 
dollar expended upon them. The aver- 
age cost for one pound fat was 49 
cents, and the average cost for 100 
lbs. milk was $1.71. 





Cow Testing Associations of the West 


The February News Letter of the 
western office of the Dairy Division of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
says that there are probably 25,000 
cows on test in the Western Cow Test- 
ing Associations. The average Wes- 
tern Association cow produces more 
than 250 lbs. fat in a year, while the 
average cow not in the testing asso- 
ciation averages under 200 lbs. fat. 
C. V. Castle, one of the compilers of 
the Letter, writes that the great need 
of the dairy industry is better bulls 
but they cannot accomplish much 
without the proper feeding of the 
calves. 

The high average Association in the 
five states covered by the Western 
Office is again the Los Angeles Asso- 
ciation. 2,806 cows are enrolled in this 
association, of which 864 made over 
40 lbs. fat in the month. The average 
for the entire number is 912 lbs. milk, 
37.4 lbs. fat. Colorado has the second 
highest association, Johnstown, which 
has 277 cows tested with an average 
production of 938 lbs. milk, 35.8 Ibs. 
fat. One hundred cows in this asso- 
ciation made over 40 Ibs. fat in a 
month.

NEWS NOTES FROM THE NORTH- 
WEST

ASHINGTON cow testing as- 
sociations carry off all the 
honors of the January news 


letter of the dairy division 
western office. The greatest number of 
cows tested, the highest average of 
pounds butterfat, by far the largest 
number of cows over 40 pounds, the 
largest percentage of 40-pounds cows 
to total number tested, the highest 
butterfat production for both large and 
small herds, the highest producing in- 
dividual cow in any association, and 
the highest average of five best cows 
in each association, all belong-to the 
Evergreen state, and Holsteins play an 
important part in the remarkable 
showing. The comparison is for 
Washington, Oregon and Idaho. Colo- 
rado and California, the other two 
states reporting to the western office, 
are excluded. 

Taking first the association reports, 
Washington had 2134 cows on test, 
compared to Oregon’s 1423 reported 
and Idaho’s 640. The Skagit valley 
and Stillaguamish associations are the 
largest, having 461 and 450 cows each, 
respectively. The Whatcom county 
association had the largest average ot 
pounds fat per cow, 30.0 pounds, of any 
association in -Washington or the 
northwest, and the average for 
Washington was 26.2 pounds, of Idaho 
25 and of Oregon 19.1. There were 313 
cows over 40 pounds, or 15 per cent 
of the total on test in Washington, 
73 in Idaho and 57 in Oregon; and the 
Whatcom county association in Wash- 
ington had the highest percentage of 
40-pound cows to the total number 
tested. of any in the territory. There 
were 90 of these heavy producers out 
of a total of 432, or about 20 per cent. 
Skagit valley association was a close 
second with 19 per cent. 

The list of best large and small herd 
averages in the associations shows 
Holsteins out in front. as usual. A. E. 
Smith’s Milky Way farm herd of 23 
head, with an average of 52 pounds of 
butterfat from 1499 pounds of milk 
each, surpasses all other herds of mure 
than 15 cows in the entire west, Cali- 
fornia and Colorado included, thougii 2 
California herd of Holsteins is a close 
second and a Colorade herd a close 
third. ‘They are those of F. Hartsook, 
Lankershim, Calif., 51.8 Ibs. average 
from 34 cows, and of Green Mountain 
dairy, Lamar, Colo.. 50.5 Ibs, average 
from 17 cows. Second in the three 
northwestern states stands the Hol- 
stein herd of F. J. H. Gallacher & Sons, 
Mt. Vernon, Wash., which in the 
Skagit Valley Association made 45 Ibs. 
fat average from 16 cows. Guernsey$

Mountain Institution herd of thirteen 
registered Holsteins from Weiser, Ida., 
which made 40.6 pounds in the Weiser- 
Payette association, and in eighth 
place stands L. J. Tinckinck’s herd of 
six grade black and whites. averaging 
37.4 pounds in the Pioneer association. 
Other northwest positions are held by 
Guernseys and Jerseys, but the follow- 
ing Holstein herds appear in the table 
including the entire west: L. W. Mark- 
ham, Lamar, Colo., 10 head, 42.3 
pounds; Crowley & Letford, Milleken, 
Colo.

“There is not a bit of doubt but that 
the average community can be made 
to increase the consumption of dairy 
products tremendously by bettering 
the quality of the products.” 

He told that some years ago, the 
department assisted in organizing 4 
small plant near Philadelphia, Pa., to 
provide facilities for carrying on ex- 
perimental work.

If all 
European countries had their financial 
situation well in hand, they might very 
well take off our surplus condensed 
milk. If our country asa whole could 
be made to realize the value of dairy 
products, we could consume the 
additional quantities of certain pro- 
ducts we have on hand.” 

If normal conditions were restored, 
I am satisfied that the consumption of 
dairy products would readily increase. 
Prior to the war, Great Britain pur- 
chased approximately 60 per cent of 
the butter that moved in international 
trade. At the present time she has 
reduced butter imports by more than 
one-half. The imports of butter by 
Germany have been reduced by more 
than 50 per cent. The condensed milk 
situation has confused us a great deal. 
Prior to the war we exported soine- 
thing like 20 to 25 million pounds a 
year. After the. war, the volume in- 
creased until at times early in 1919, 
we were exporting something over 115 
million pounds a month, an amount 
equal to what we consumed at home. In 
the past eighteen months the exports 
of condensed milk have declined to 
something like 20 million pounds a 
month. Consequently, the increased 
production which took place during the 
world war has caused a surplus for the 
time being, a surplus which has pro- 
duced serious problems.

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WISCONSIN EARLY HOLSTEIN 
HISTORY 

The Wisconsin Bankers’ Association 
in their bulletin No. 4 show a map of 
Wisconsin which is divided inta 
counties and shows the number of 
members of the  Holstein-Friesian 
Association residing in each county. 
The entire six-page bulletin is devoted 
to Holsteins in Wisconsin, the article 
being written by D. S. Bullock. From 
this we learn it was in 1873, twelve 
years after the first permanent im- 
portation of Holsteins to America, that 
Wisconsin’s Holstein history began. 
The first animal brought into the 
state was a bull, Elswout Prince No. 
95 H. H. B. Mr. Septer Wintermute of 
Whitewater brought in this bull which 
he had bought from H. C. Hoffman of 
Horseheads, N. Y. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


“The next pure breds to be brought 
to the state were four cows and a bull 
which were brought by O. E. Merrill 
of Beloit in the summer of 1876 or 
1877. Mr. Merrill soon sold all these 
animals to T. W. lLaramy who 
established the first herd of pure bred 
Holsteins in the state. 

The next animals brought in were 
a cow and a bull calf purchased by 
the University of Wisconsin in the 
summer of 1878. 

Gray and Van Waters of West 
Salem then purchased one pure bred 
female but no record can be found of 
their buying any bulls at this time 
nor did they register any descendants 
of the first cow purchased.”

The 
great boon for Wisconsin Holsteins 
came in the early nineties. Dr, §. M 
Babcock of the University of Wis. 
consin invented the Babcock tester 
and gave it to the world. This machine 
showed that Holstein milk did contain 
fat instead of being as their opponents 
alleged, mostly water. Then the 
centrifugal cream separator came 
into general use and this enabled the 
owners of Holstein cows to get the 
butterfat from the milk with practi- 
cally no loss, which was impossible 
under the old methods of separation. 

Holsteins made a great showing in 
the Wisconsin Dairy Cow Competi- 
tion from 1909 to 1911. At the present 
time there are in the neighborhood of 
4500 breeders of pure bred cattle in 
this state who have at least a few 
pure bred females and probably three- 
times as many who have grade herds 
and who have raised pure bred Hol- 
stein sires. A striking illustration of 
the bulletin is the Province of 
Friesland superimposed on a shadow 
map of Wisconsin. This is entitled 
“Two Noted Holstein-Friesian Centers” 
and shows at a glance that even in the 
great dairy state of Wisconsin, there 
is room for tremendous expansion of 
the Holstein-Friesian breeding in- 
dustry.
